Indeed, It

More interesting, perhaps, in a cor 
tain way is the im pression which pre­ 
vails in certain sections that no m at­ 
te r w hat the verdict of the conclave 
m ay be. great changes are im pending 
in the policy of the vatican, and that 
w ithin a y ear or tw o the new pope 
will no longer consider him self a pris­ 
oner in the vatican, but will, unlike 
Leo, leave Its precincts when neces­ 
sary .

In a few days Governor Durbin will 
scud out a circular to all the courts of 
the State directing the attention of the 
court officers to the new regulations for 
the issuing of naturalization papers to 
immigrants, as provided for in the law 
passed by the last congress. 
This law 
requires applicants for naturalization 
papers to take oath that they are not 
anarchists. 
They must swear that they 
are not opposed to all forms of organ • 
toed government and are not affiliated 
with any organization holding such 
views and do not advocate the doctrine 
of the assault or killing of public offic­ 
ials. 
The record must show that the 
applicant took each an oath,and the cer 
tifioate of naturalization mast show this 
fact as well. 


Much is said in the newsi^apers all 
over the United States about the “ feud” 
and the “ feudists” in Breathitt county 
Kentucky. 
But there is no fend, no 
vendetta, nor anything of the kind in 
that county and has not been for many 
years. 
It is simply the rule of hired 
ruffians, hired by some comparatively 
rich men, who keep them in their em­ 
ploy either permanently or as the emer­ 
gency ariees. 
There is no family feud 
in Breathitt like that which a few years 
ago filled Clay county with fresh graves 
but tliere is one powerful, bold, bad 
man, served by minions and ruffians, 
among them officers of the law, who 
lords it over his neighbors in the fashion 
of a mediaeval barou. 
And that man is 
pampered by the Democratic party of 
Kentucky by appointing him a member 
of the Democratic State Committee. 


America enjoys the best uewa service 
in the world, and the extremely sn roes* 
ful results of the Associated Press work 
from the Vatican are attracting atten­ 
tion in the European newspajiers. 
This 
is not surprising in view of the fact that 
the final bulletin announcing the death 
of Pope Leo XIII was delivered by it in 
New York in time to be transmitted to 
London aud delivered to newsi*iper* 
there in advance of the receipt of a bul- 
letou direct from Rome. 
The manager 
of the Associated Press made arrange­ 
ments with the French aud Italian gov 
ernraente for expediting transmissi 
ju, 
aud expert correspondent* were put on 
the work, so that messages were deliv 
ered in less than an hour which former­ 
ly took five or six boars, and bulletin 
were received in twelve and sixteen 
minutes, and in one instance in nine 
minutes. 
This 
feat 
involved 
tele­ 
phoning from the Vatican to The Asso­ 
ciated Press office, telegraphing to Paris, 
a relay to Brest, cabling to New-York 
aud retransmission by short wire from 
the French Cable office to The Associa­ 
ted Press office. 


A few simple facte and figures show 
the magnitude of the commercial inter­ 
ests of America in Manchuria, in be­ 
half of which Secretary Hay and his 
lieutenants are waging so gallant a 
campaign. 
Official 
statistics 
report 
that United States exports 
to South 
America have increased, between 1893 


and 1903, only about 30 percent; to 
Europe, about BO per cent; to North 
American countries, 80 per cent; to 
Asia, 275 per cent. and to Africa, 533 
per cent. 
The growth of our 
trade 
with Asia is thus vastly more rapid 
than with any other continent, save 
only Africa, and, as Asia, is the most 
populous of all 
the 
continents, the 
potentialities of that circumstance are 
obvious. Moreover, of all our exports 
to Asia, 46 per cent. now goes to China 
and Hong Kong and 36 per cent, to 
J apan. 
China takes directly more than 
81 per cent. 
Of all our exports to 
China, the major j*art goes to Manchu­ 
ria, the one port of New Chwang alone 
receiving more than $ 12,000,000 worth 
of cotton goods yearly, of which the 
hulk is of American origin.

GETTING INTO LINE. 


Mexico Will Probably Adopt the 


Gold Standard. 


Mexico City, Aug. 4.—The third sub 
committee on the monetary confer­ 
ence has adopted the report made by 
Ricardo Garcia Grandos. which, after 
citing figures regarding the world’s 
present stock of gold, says these fig­ 
ures demonstrate to the point of evi­ 
dence that gold Is .at present nomin­ 
ally "not scarce,” but tends to pre­ 
dominate absolutely as the sole stand­ 
ard and measure of values, silver be­ 
ing relegated to a secondary and sub­ 
sidiary role as a token of coinage. The 
report continues: 
"Our commerce is 
carried on at present almost eicluslve- 
ly with gold standard countries and lf 
ws wish to avoid or mitigate a mone­ 
tary and mercantile crisis it Is Impera­ 
tive that we introduce a monetary re­ 
form that will give stability to our 
currency.” 
The adoption of this report by the 
commission is takeu to indicate that 
a gold standard is likely to be recom­ 
mended la a modified form by the en­ 
tire monetary commission which met 
to-day for the first time in full sea­ 
lion.

LOOK INO IN TO IT. 


Department of J ustice Now Concerned 
With Glove Contract 
Washington, 
Aug. 
4.—Secretary 
Root has made public all the papers 
relating to the investigation into the 
government contract for gloves with 
E. R. Lyon. 
This contractor secured 
the gloves from I.lttauer Bros., the 
senior member of the firm, Mr. L. N. 
Llttauer, being a member of congress. 
Secretary Hoot has referred the case 
to the department of J ustice In order 
that it may be ascertained if the law 
has been violated, and lf so, that ap­ 
propriate measures may be taken in 
the 
premises. 
There 
is a statute 
which prohibits contracts for govern­ 
ment being made directly or Indirect­ 
ly with a member of congress and this 
was the basis of the investigation. 
Colonel Carrington, of the inspector 
general’s department was directed by 
Secretary Root to make an investiga­ 
tion of the whole matter, which he 
did. taking the testimony and submit­ 
ting a report as to the facts in the 
case. 
This report and the testimony 
was referred to J udge Advocate Gen­ 
eral Davis, who made an extensive 
review and submitted an opinion to 
Secretary Root. 
If the department 
finds the law to have been violated it 
may take appropriate measures for 
Its enforcement. 


Indianapolis Democrats Depending On 
An Unstable Foundation.

tenders here are finding fresh encour­ 
agement in the fight 
they have on 
their hands in the 
mayoralty race 
from the position that has been as­ 
sumed by the Democrats themselves. 
The stand of the Democrats ts vir­ 
tually an acknowledgement of defeat 
unless they can bring untold things to 
pass 
"If we can get the Independent 
Republican vote" is the way Demo­ 
cratic leaders speak in trying to size 
up the situation.

Indianapolis, Aug. 4.—The way Su­ 
perintendent Whittaker "let the cat 
out of the bag" In bin statement re­ 
garding the Indiana reformatory at 
J effersonville, has opened the eyes of 
a howling lot of critics of the govern 
nor, who have charged, without rea­ 
son, as the report allows, that the 
governor introduced the ripper bill for 
the sole purpose of dragging the in­ 
stitution into politics. 
It was stated 
to-day that the late Governor Mount 
protested vigorously against the very 
conditions that led to the introduc­ 
tion of the ripper bill. 
The Demo­ 
crats are trying to blame Governor 
Durbin for not taking bis course at 
the time of the Investigation during 
the legislature of 1901, but he had 
only been In office then a month and 
very naturally he did not know the 
real conditions. 
But as soon as he 
did learn them he meted, as is evident 
by the results. 
Superintendent Whit­ 
taker has been able to learn In a 
short time sufficient facts on which 
to base two ripper bills. It Is said that 
another statement, equally interesting 
and pungent, may be Issued if It be­ 
comes necessary. 


The report that the State board of 
health Is about to begin a campaign 
for the eradication of consumption is 
not new, but it is Intensely Interest­ 
ing. 
It has been generally regarded 
as a State disgrace that so little at­ 
tention has been given to this mat­ 
ter. 
The members of the 
health 
board have been treated with positive 
disdain for even hinting that the legis­ 
lature ought to open the coffers of 
the State for this purpose, but their 
monthly bulletin showing the horrible 
ravages of the disease is causing a 
rapid change of front. The thousands 
that are dying every year is evidence 
that something ought to he done, so 
the report that the State board in­ 
tends to spend what little money it 
has to educate the people In the care 
of consumption In hopes of lessening 
the number of victims is good news 
lf It Is not fresh. The campaign is to 
begin at once. 


The Republican State committee is 
without a secretary, as W. H. Whit­ 
taker resigned J uly I. when he was 
appointed superintendent of the re­ 
formatory at J effersonville. 
Half a 
dossil 
men are mentioned 
for the 
secretaryship, but there will be no 
election 
until December, when

will be reorganized, 
as 
Chairman Goodrich and his associates 
do not think It will be necessary to 
elect anyone now.

Hough, 
of 
Greenfield, 
and 
Arthur 
Itedurtha, of Peru, are among th© 
probable candidates. 


Trouble Pending st Marlon.
